The  Rev.  Samuel  May  has  consented  to 
read  before  the  Society  of  Antiquity  the 
comments  of  Oliver  John3on  upon  the 
Hon.  Eli  Thayer's  recent  address  before  the 
Society  on  the  movement  in  18">i  to  colo- 
nize Kansas  with  Northern  men  who 
would  oppose  slavery.

The  inaia 
Question  at  issue  in  this  controversy,— for 
that  is  the  point  which  this  discus- 
iliS&—  kas  reached, — is  the  relative 
ImpCrTauce  u±  cSe  part  piajeu~oy ' 
the  Garrison  abolitionists  before  the 
war  and  by  the  Kansas  Emigrant  Society, 
.  which  mingled  practicality  with  its  senti- 
ment. The  question  of  how  these  re- 
spective claims  should  be  presented  is 
lively,  because  it  is  personal,  but 
it  is  ouo  which  will  not  concern 
the  next  generation.  The  future  historian 
of  the  anti- slavery  movement  will  take  up 
the  question  on  its  merits,  and  we  may 
add  he  will  treat  it  according  as  he  may 
tie  conservative,  or  enthusiastic  by  tem- 
perament. Such  discussions  as  this  which 
has  just  now  arisen  will  be  of  very  great 
aid  to  this  historian  of  the  future.  The  men 
Who  figured  in  tnis  important  and  interest- 
ing period,  are  one  by  one  passing  off  the 
stage  of  existence,  AaAalthoagli  those  that 
remain  may  not  be  old  men,  in  the  sense 
of  having  lost  their  vigor  of  mind  and 
body,  yet  they  have  come  to  the  period 
when  past  events  are  beginning  to  have 
more  vivid  interest  than  the  events  of  the 
future.

INTERSTATE  COMMERCE. 


Freight  Agents  Opinions— The  Ten* 
dencv  of  the  Law. 


Effect  upon  Kates. 


The  Interstate  Commerce  Act,  by  which  Con- 
gress undertook  to  regulate  railroad  traffic,  con- 
tinues to  be  as  deep  a  mystery  as  ever,  and  all 
sorts  of  stories  are  afloat  as  to  its  alleged  effect 
on  business.  One  says  it  is  working  great  hard- 
ships upon  the  people  by  the  increase  in  prices 
of  commodities  in  daily  use ;  another  that  this  or 
that  business  is  going  to  be  ruined  in  consequence, 
of  it,  and  a  variety  of  other  things  are  reported 
such  as  an  increased  price  of  lumber  and  oriek. 
In  relation  to  the  latter.  Agent  George  F.  Howes 
of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  says  there  is 
no  truth  whatever.  New  Hampshire  brick  are 
brought  to  Worcester  as  cheaply  as  ever.  No 
new  rates  have  yet  been  made  on  lumber  from 
the  White  Mountains  region,  and  when  they 
shall  be  made  they  are  quite  as  likely  to  be  a 
little  lower  as  a  little  higher  than  before,  but 
probably  substantially  the  same. 

A  tour  among  some  of  the  local  freight  agents, 
by  a  Gazette  reporter,  yesterday,  was  remarkable 
for  the  small  amount  of  information  to  be  ob- 
tained. They  did  not  seem  to  think  it  advisable 
to  say  anything  outright,  lest  they  should  "put 
their  foot  in  it."  One  good  illustration  of  the 
working  of  the  long  and  short  haul  clause  ef  the 
law  wai  found.  The  Fitchburg  Railroad  used  to 
do  quite  an  all-rail  coal  business  to  this  city, 
amounting  sometimes  to  from  10,000  to  12,000 
tons  per  month,  The  road  also  has  a  still  larger 
business  to  towns  in  the  north  part  of  the  county, 
at  a  rate  of  $1.37  per  ton  from  North  Adams. 
Most  of  tbe  coal  frem  the  coal  fields  comes  to 
Worcester  by  a  route  largely  water,  and  freight 
is  lower  than  to  points  farther  inland,  or  whan 
brought  all  the  way  by  rail,  as  by  the  Fitchburg. 
The  Fitchburg  obtained  its  coal  'business  by  giv- 
ing the  nominal  rate  of  $1.37  to  Worcester,  and

HE  SLAVERY  CONTEST, 
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Letter  from  the  Rev.  Samuel  May 


Eli  Thayer  and  Garrison. 


Intercstlnq  Criticisms, 


Rev.  Samuel  May,  of  Leicester,  has  sont  thg 
following  reply  to  tbe  invitation  of  the  Worces- 
ter Society  of  Antiquity  to  read,  at  its  meeting 
this  evening,  in  Natural  History  Hail,  the  paper 
of  Oliver  Johnson,  Esq.,  of  New  York  reviewing 
Hon.  Eli  Thayer's  recent  address  upon  the  Kan- 
sas Emigrant  Aid  Society. 

Leicester,  May  7, 1S87.  1 
To  Ellery  B.  Crane,  Esq.,  President  of  the 
Worcester  Society  of  Antiquity  :— 
Dear  Sir,— I  duly  received  the  letter  of  your- 
self and  others,  officers  and  members  of  tha 
Worcester  Society  of  Antiquiiy,  and  signed  also 
by  other  gentlemen  of  -Worcester, — ail  be/a  by 
me  in  high  respect, — asking  that  I  would  read  to 
the  Society,  on  the  evening  of  Tuesday,  May  10, 
a  paper  by  Oliver  Johnson,  Esq.,  of  New  York, 
reviewing  the  recent  address  of  Hon.  Eli  Thayer 
before  your  Society  on  the  Kansas  Emigrant 
movement  of  1854,  &c,  Mr.  Johnson  being  him- 
self unable  to  read  his  paper  to  you  from  great 
physical  infirmity. 

1  have  of  late  been  pleading  my  years,  &c.» 
as  reasons  for  declining  ealis  of  a  public 
nature.  But  such  a  request  as  this 
from  my  fellow-members  of  the  Society 
of  Antiquity,  and  from  those  other  gentlemen  of 
your  city  who  have  lent  their  names,  comes  to 
me  not  only  as  a  high  honor,  but  also  with  the 
force  of  a  command.  I  feel  it  to  be  almost  a 
duty  to  accept  your  invitation ;  and  I  will  do  my 
best  to  comply  with  it. 

And  here  I  should  stop,  but  for  the  idea  which 
seems  to  be  entertained  in  some  quarters,  that 
there  is  a  disposition,  on  the  part  of  those  I  may 
be  thought  to  represent,  to  undervalue  the  work: 
of  the  Emigrant  Society  in  the  long  contest  witht 
slavery.  I  should  respectfully  decline  your  in- 
vitation to  read  my  friend  Johnson's  paper,  if  I 
thought  it  expressed  any  jealousy  of  that  move- 
ment, had  a  thought  of  rivalry  with  it,  or  any 
desire  to  detract  from  its  just  and  proper 
credit.  I  might  indeed  admit  that  mora 
was  accomplished  by  that  emigration, 
followed  up  and  supplemented  as  it  was) 
.by  the  bold  and  resolute  stand  taken 
by  John  Brown  and  his  associates,  than  the  old 
Anti-slavery  Society  originally  expected.  Bat 
tbe  idea  that  the  abolitionists  proper  ever  had,  or 
possibly  could  have  had,  any  hostility-  to  any 
just  and  probable  method  of  overthrowing  or  of 
checking  slavery,  is  not  only  a  mistake,  but  a 
very  ludicrous  and  gross  one. 

The  sole  reason  of  Mr.  Johnson's  paper  is  in 
the  fact  that  Mr.  Thayer,  when  bringing  before 
the  Antiquity  Society  a  history  of  the  Kansas 
emigration,  took  the  opportunity  to  introduce  a 
bitter  and  an  extended  attack  upon  Mr.  Garrison 
and  his  associates.    To  me,  such  a  use  of  the  op-  j 
portunity  the  society  granted  him,  seems  with-  I 
out  excuse.    I  can  not  recall  any  similar  case  o£ 
abuse  of  opportunity  in  the  meetings  -of  any  o£ 
our  public  societies.  In  this  our  society,  it  stands 
as  the  first  instance  of  such  discourtesy  audi 
I  trust  it  will  ever  remain  the  only  one. 
I  am  sure  that  the  just  claims — the  many  claims 
— of  Mr.  Garrison  to  honorable  and  grateful  re- 
membrance will  not  ba  affected  by  Mr.  Thayer's  ■ 
strange  and  unwarranted  attack.    In  a  free 
country,  the  right  of  dissent  and  criticism  can 
never  be  questioned ;  but  detraction  and  misrep- 
resentation will  never  be  justified.    The  werst 
wish  I  have  for  Mr.  Thayer— and  it  is  also  my  , 
best— is  that  he  may  be  soon  and  heartily  sorry/ 
for  the  mistake  he  has  made  and  the  wrong  heJ 
has  done.  Let  us  together  rejoice  in  the  down-1 
fall  of  slavery ;  be  profoundly  thankful  if  any 
word  or  deed  of  onrs  has  helped  to  that  end ;  and 
set  our  faces  find  hands,  so  long  as  it  is  day  with 
us,  to  the  work  yet  to  be  done  for  the  redemption 
of  our  country.
